MEETING ADVOCATED 
OVER INDEMNITIES 


PARIS, Oct, 8.—The opening 
conference for the discussion of 
the inter-allied debts and the 
German indemnity to be held in 
Brussels has been tentatively set 
for December 1. The premilinary 
plans provide for a strictly 
European meeting without Amer- 
ico‘a presence. 

Premier Poincare'’s present plan 
is to offer to reduce the German 
indemnity to a figure between 40 
and 60 billion gold marks, In re- 
turn for \the cancellation of the 
French debt to Great Britain and 
the surrendering by the latter 
power of her share in the rep- 
arations, which amounts to 22 per 
cent. | ‘ 

One of the most {mportant 
factors toward the success of the 
Brussels conference is thought 
to be the mission to Washington 
of Sir Robert Horne, British 
chancellor. ‘ 

A eatisfactory arrangement be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain for the consolidation of 
the British debt would insure the 
succeas of the Brussels gathering, 


in the view of the allled obser- 
vers. The outcome of &ir 
Robert's Washington visit is, 


therefore, awalted with the keen- 
est interest,

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What About The Oriental? 

Hon. Mr. Sastri, member of the 
council of state for India, has 
been at Ottawa, interviewing the 
Government on the question of ex- 
tending the federal franchise to 
natives of India residing in Can- 
ada. Asa matter of fact in eight 
of the nine provinces the 
‘*Hindu’’ is now entitled to obtain 
the parliamentary franchise on 
the same terms as immigrants 
from other countries, British 
Columbia draws the line at put- 
ting the names of Orientals on the 
provincial voters’ lists, wherefore 
natives of eastern countries living 
in that province are not allowed 
to vote for members of the Do- 
minion Parliament either. Parlia- 
ment of course can change that 
arrangement if it wants to, and 
Premier King has promised Mr. 
Sastri that the matter will be 
taken up When the Federal fran- 
chise law is being revised again. 

The result may be to bring up 
the whole question of Oriental 
immigration. It seems tto be a 
sound principle that anyone who 
is aes enough to be allowed to 
enter Oanada to reside is good 
enough to vote. Or stated con- 
versely, that anyone to whom we 
are not prepared to extend the 
franchise should not be allowed 
to come here to reside. British 
Celumbia is entitled to make what 
distinctions it pleases in the mat- 
ter of provincial polities, but for 
the Dominion it seems to be a 
straight choice between excluding 
the Oriental and admitting him 
to full rights of national citizen- 
ship in British Columbia as else- 
where. To admit him, but only 
on condition that he is not to have 
such rights, would be to establish 
dual standards of citizenship, as 
between one province and another 
and one frace and janother. It 
would ear-mark people of certain 
races living in a certain section 
of the Dominion as political serfs. 
If we are to maintain the rule 
that there shall be equality of 
civil rights, and avoid splitting 
society into political castes, that 
discrimination cannot continue. 
We ‘must either take the Hindu,

had been broken and Mrs. Boseor: 
man did not give him the suitcare 


Given Money For Furniture 

Acocrding to the evidence Starling 
had given Boe#serman threo 
with whioh to get some furniture 
which waa In storage In a nearby 
town, Starling had not received the 
furniture and the three dollare hal 
not been returned. Bosserman had 
made two trips to town for the fur- 
niture but ae tho storage had not 
been paid did not bring it and con- 
@jdered that his time had been worth 
thig amount. Starling, however 
maintained that he ahould have the 
Money and apparently made some 
threat to the effect that he would get 
the money. 

On the day of the murder whe: 
Starling had returned te Bosse 
man’s home to get the aultease and 
bring back the axe he w told by 
Mrs. Bosserman that tho suitcase had 
been sent to hie home by Beigel, » 
fifteen year old son, When Starling 
went to his home he did not find the 
eultoage and had not met the boy on 
the road. 

The boy according to Mre. Bosrer- 
man's evidence lad gone out of his 
road ag he Wes to bring back the 
Cattle that evening and did not meet 
Atarling, He waa Instructed to de 
liver the guitcage and bring back the 
exe, but when he arrived at the 
house there was no ono at home ani 
@o the suitcase waa brought back 
to his home. 

Came at Eloven at Night 

About eleven o'clock at night Btar- 
ling accompanied by Davies arrived 
at Boaserman’s home and knocked at 
the door. When Bosserman went to 
the door he wag pulled out on the 
atep and an encounter followed tn 
which it is alleged that Davies and 
@tarling attempted to club Hosmer. 
man, According to tho evidence 
Bomerman called for his rnifie which 
was brought by Beigel. The gun was 
loaded, Bosserman then @truck 
Davies on the head with the gun, and 
eontrary to the evidence given Mon: 
day by Starling, ghe said, Davies did 
not fall to the ground. 
then hit Davies on the head the sec 
ond time the blow being a glancing 
one and Davies who was dodging the 
blow turned hig head, The gun at 
this time, according to the evidence, 
nociaentally exploded 

In the crows? examination of the 
witness by Crown Prosecutor Cogs- 
well it waa established that the gun 
did not go off at the time that Bos- 
serman struck Davies over the head 
but thae there wag a short lapse of 
time before the gun exploded, Tha 
rifle waa on 44-40 calibre Winchester 
loaded with smokeless powder car- 
tridgea, 
|. The evidence of Beige! Bomerman 
‘for the moat part wow tdentical with 
that given by his mother. 

Phyticlans’ Evidence 

Expert evidence was given by Dr 
Morton Hall and Dr, Emmett which 
indicated that the bullet entered he- 
hind the ear and went out at the 
front of the head. G. Darling coun- 
wel for the defence, brought in evi- 
derive to show that the gun exploded 
at close range. Col. Pete Bowen gave 
evidence to show that when a rifle ts 
fired at cloge range’ a black ring 
caused by unburnt powder wae a! 
ways found on the edge of the bul- 
let hole. At a distance of mix feet 


there would be no burnt ring around! 


the bullet hole, according to the eyi- 


dence. 
In the cross examination of Mra 
Bosserman by Crown Prosecutor 


Cogawell the witness denied a know- 
ledge of handling firearme and be- 
lieved thag the gun had been acc!- 
dently discharged. The crown prose-
